New York, May 81.—Thirty thou- 
sand dollars was offered tonight to 
the first aviator who flies in an ‘aero- 
plane from New York city to St. Louis 
or from St. Louis to New York. 

Mayor Gaynor announced the prize 
at the Hotel Astor tonight, where 
Glenn H. Curtiss, who on Sunday wrote 
a new and wonderful chapter in the 
history of aviation by making a flight 
from Albany to Governor's island, was 
the guest of The New York World, 
whose $10,000 award he won.

“Mr. Curtiss’ memorable flight has 
demonstrated the possibilities of inter- 
city communication by aerophane. To 
further encourage aviators, to inspire 
‘the brave and heroic pioneers in air

Cengratulations for Curtiss. 

A distinguished company, including 
leaders in science, literature, journal- 
ism, finance and military genius, gath- 
ered to meet the young aviator to- 
night. At table the modest Curtiss 
sat between the mayor and Brigadier 
General Walter Howe, United States 
army, in command of the department 
of the, east. 

Between courses a flood of congrat- 
ulatory cablegrams and telegrams were 
read. Among them were messages 
from Bleriot, the French aviator; the 
Aero Club of France and Count de la 
Vaulx. 3 

Maxim Talkscof War in Air. 

Hudson Maxim, one of the speakers 
of the evening, said: 

“As that warless era of which we 
catch glimpses in our dreams of a 
distant future is unquestionably yet 
far away, We must, In our prediction, 
look to the flying machines which 
war, as well as sport and commerce, 
is to build and perfect. 

“We shall not have to wait a hun- 
dred years for the staunch, wind-defy- 
ing machine with automatic equilibra- 
tion. Very soon automobiling of the 
air will be as safe as automobiling 
upon the earth now is. Neither shall 
we have to wait @ hundred years for 
that spectacular eventuation—a fight 
between aerial navies, for these are 
bound to come.” 

Curtiss and New Offer. 

Curtiss was enthusiastic over the 
new offer, but-in the absence of de- 
tails as to the stops allowed and other 
conditions, he would not say definitely 
whether he would enter the contest. 
Charles K. Hamilton quickly an- 
nounced, however, that he would be a 
contestant. He had planned to enter 
the New York-Albany race, but Cur- 
tiss was too quick for him.

ORDER GRANTED IN TIME 
TO PREVENT INCREASE 


If Taft Had Not Acted Prompt- 
ly Increased Rates Would 
Have Gone Into Effect Last 
Midnight---“Unlawful Combi- 
nation and Conspiracy” Are 
Charged to the Roads. 


Washington, May 31-—The govern- 
ment today came to the aid of the 
manufacturers, shippers and consum- 
ers in western trunk line territory, 
which yesterday filed a memorial with 
the department of justice asking that 
the railroads be restrained, on the plea 
that they were unjust, from putting 
into effect tomorrow a proposed in- 
crease of rates adopted by the Western 
Traffic Association. It also was con- 
tended that the increases were the re- 
sult of an agreement between the raill- 
roads contrary to law. 

The representations made by the 
Omaha committee created a favorable 
impression on Attorney General Wick- 
ersham, and after conferring with the 
president he directed that United States 
District Judge Dyer at Hannibal, Mo., 
be asked to issue a restraining order, 
which was granted by him tonight. 

The filing of the bill followed a day 
of hurried conferences between the 
president and the attorney general, 
and the matter was gone into some 
length at the cabinet meeting. The 
decision reached was that action be 
instituted at once, as the rate com- 
plained of, had not the restraining or- 
der been granted, would “have gone 
into effect tomorrow.

RESTRAINING ORDER ISSUED 


AGAINST 25 WESTERN ROADS 
Hannibal, Mo., May 31.—Twenty-five 
western railroads were temporarily re- 
strained tonight by United States Dis- 


trict Judge David P. Dyer from en- 
forcing or making a general advarice 
in interstate {freight rates, scheduled 
for June 1. The injunction was grant- 
ed on a petition filed by the govern- 
ment on the allegationg that the ad- 
vances in rates were agreed on by the 
defendants without competition and 
in violation of the Sherman act. 

The petition was filed in the United 
States circuit court at St. Louis this 
afternoon and was brought here by 
Attorneys Judson and Grosvenor to 
present to Judge Dyer, who is hold- 
ing a session of the United States cir- 
cuit court. It states that unless such 
a restraining order be issued the pro- 
posed advances will become effective 
at midnight tonight, to the grave harm 
and injury of the people of the United 
States. 

The petition on which the injunc- 
tion was issued was presented to 
Judge Dyer by Edwin P. Grosvenor, 
of ashington, special assistant to 
the attorney general, and Frederick 
N, Judson, of St. Louts, acting as spe- 
cial counsel. It was signed by George 
W. Wickersham, attorney general: 
William S. Kenyon, assistant to the 
attorney general, and Charles A. 
Houts, United States district attorney.

Fire, which started shortly after 11 
o’clock last night, enveloped almost an

The origin of the fire is not known. 
The blaze started unnoticed in the 
Fhomson Bros., Cooley & Nash build- 


fore the alarm was turned in. 

The first alarm was sent in by J. N. 
Thomason, the night watchman for the 
L. H. Paine & Co. stables, just across 
the street. Several cther alarms were 
turned in shortly afterwards, 

Incendiary 'Theory. 

The police are now working upon 
the theory that the fire was of in- 
cendiary origin. ~ 

This theory is based largely upon 
the story told by an old negro woman 
who lives right across the street, and 
“pon the rapidity with which the 
flames gained control of the situation. 

The old woman says that just about 
11 o’clock she saw a white man poke 
his head out of Thomson Bros. stable, 
and peer up and down the street. 

After waiting for a moment or so, 
apparently to make sure he had not 
been observed, he darted out of the 
building, down the street and was soon 
lost to view. ; 

A few minutes later 
building was in flames 

Blaze Spreads Rapidly. 

The blaze spread with remarkable 
rapidity, embracing ‘the entire block 
in rapid order. 

The firemen from all sections of 
the city responded to the emergency 
calls sent in, and it was due to their 
efficient work that the conflagration 
was under contro} shortly after 12 
o’clock. 

They were kept busy, however, 
watching the surrounding bulidings, 
sparks on several occasions starting 
small fires on other roofs. 

The blaze was so hot that the rai}- 
road employees who came to the res- 
cue of the box.cars on the tracks were 
unable to pull all of them to safety 
and ran a big risk in getting out the 
ones they did rescue. As it was, prob- 
ably fifteen cars were destroved. 

Woman Reported Burned. 

It was reported to the police that an 
old negro woman, who lived in the 
rear of the Sawtell stables, was burned 
to death, but no confirmation of -the 
report could be secured. : 

A great crowd gathered when the 
fire got under headway and the blaze 
caused a@ great deal of excitement al] 
over the city. 

The Constitution office was kept 
busy answering telephone calls from 
people in ali sections of Atlanta. 

While ft is impossible to give a cor- 
rect estimate of the losses, owing to 
the fact that all the gwners could not 
be reached, and that fit was tmpossible 
for those seen to tell just how thor- 
oughly the flames had done. their 
work, it is believed that the loss wil] 
reach $50,000, and perhaps higher. 

In addition to the loss given, there 


were a number of smaller losses to 
stores tn the same section.

REBELS PLEDUtO 
TO RAILWAY BILL

They Will Vote for the 
Taft Measure. 


Cummins, Speaking for Insur- 
gent Senators, Says Bill Has 
Been So Amended That It Is 
Worthy of Support ---- More 
Amendments Are Accepted. 


Washington, May 31.—On the eve of 
leaving for lowa to participate in the 
campaign in that state, Senator Cum- 
mins today informed the senate that, 
as amended, the railroad bill would re- 
ceive his vote, as it would also the 
votes of the progressive republican 
senators who have stood with him in 
opposition toe the bill as it was pre- 
pared bythe attorney general and in- 
troduced by Senator Elkins in behalf of 
the administration. 

The statement was made in a brief 
speech delivered by himself in support 
of an amendment placing upon railroad 
companies the burden of proof in hear- 
ings of rate increases. This amend- 
ment was accepted by Senator Elkins, 
and became a part of the bill by gen- 
.eral consent, thus constituting the only 
amendment presented by the lowa sen- 
ator which has been accepted by the 
senate. 

Step Forward, Says Cummins. 

Mr. Cummins said that, while the bill 
left much to be desired, he considered 
it a step forward in railroad legisla- 
tion. He enumerated the various pro- 
visions of the measure, and said that, 
with the exception of the court of 
commerce sections, he considered it in 
every way desirable legislation. 

Aside from the adoption of the Cum- 
mins provision, the action of the day 
consisted .in the rejection of Senator 
Brown’s amendment prohibiting the 
consolidation of competitive railroads. 
This amendment went out on an ad- 
verse vote of 20 to 41. 
| The principal discussion was over 
the Brown amendment and Senator La 
Follette’s amendment requiring the in- 
terstate commerce commission to make 
a physica] valuation of the railroads. 
Previous to the vote on the Brown pro- 
vision, speeches were made in oppo- 
sition to it by Senators Bailey. Clay 
and others. 

Why Balley Opposed. 

Mr. Bailey based his opposition on 
the ground that the regulation of co.:- 
solidation should he teft largely to the 
states; and Mr. Clay on the fear that 
if the subject of consolidation was re- 
vived, advantage might be taken of the 
fact to replace many of the objection- 
able features of sectiOna 7 and 12 in 
the bill. 

Mr. La Foilette formally presented 
his physical valuation amendments, 
which he supported in a speech. He 
said that such a valuation was abso- 
lutely necessary as a basis for the fix- 
ing of rates. The amendments, he said, 
met the approval of the interstate 
commerce commission, and he predict- 
ed that, if defeated, it would not be 
long until the railroads would be pe- 
titioning for its enactment into law. 

Will Cost 85,000,000, 

The amendment was supported by 
Senators Bailey and Borah, and was 
opposed by Senator Elkins. Mr. Elkins 
said that it would cost $5,000,000 to 
make such a valuation as was required,

It is very probable that the peach 


tion of the Georgia Fruit Exchange, 
in suing before the Interstate Com- 


merce commission for a reduction in 
the minimum weight to be loaded in 
a refrigerator car, will be able to re- 
cover over a half million dollars for 
overcharge. - 

As previously announced, Watkins 
& Latimer, counsel for the Georgia 
Fruit Exchange, have already filed 
with the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission at Washington a petition to 
reduce the minimum weight allowed 
from 22,500 pounds to 19,000 pounds 
per car. The reason advanced for 
this fequest is that the “refrigerator 
cars are not capable of refrigerating 
635 crates, the number required to 
take advantage of the present mini- 
mum weight, but are only capable of 
refrigerating 448 crates, a total loss 
of 87 crates, if packed in a car, be- 
cause these are so badly damaged 
when they arrive at destination as not 
to be salable. 

For some time now the f?uit grow- 
ers, in order to save this loss in fruit, 
have not packed the cars but four 


“stacks high, 448 crates, but have paid 


for the full minimum weight. This 
has entailed a loss of about $42 a car. 

This has taken place for two sea- 
sons, which draws up the aggregato 
amount’ which is collectable, in the 
event the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission returns a favorable decision, 
of over $500,000, and to go to the 
fruit growers of Georgia. 

In the event a favorable decision is 
handed down, suits to recover the al- 
leged overcharges will be filed for re- 
covery.

Gerbracht is HMkely to take 
the stand then, as did Bendernagel to- 
day, and afterwards Heike probably 
will testify. 

Character witnesses this afternoon 
swore to Bendernagel’s good reputa- 
tion, then George F. MacKellar, coun- 
sel for Gerbracht, addressed the jury.

Ex-Senator Munford Dead. 


Richmond, Va., May 31.—<After a long 
period of invalidism, ex-State Senator 
Beverly Bland Munford died here te- 
day, aged 54.

$50,600 Pipe Organ Re- 
ceives Christening.

Col. W. L. Peel Warmly Con- 
gratulated by Hundreds at 
Success of Opening, in Which 
He Played Important Part. 
Lemare Plays Beautifully. 


Atlanta’s pipe organ, the largest in 
the’ country, before an audience of 


over 6,000 people, was christened last 


night at the Auditorium by Edwin H. 
Lemare, of London, the world’s great- 
est organist. 

The Auditorium was filled with peo- 
ple, many being unable to find seats, 
Long before the concert started the 
crowds began to pour into the build- 
ing, and by the time the organist made 
his appearance it looked as if there 
were no seats left. As this was the 
first time a master had played upon 
the organ, there was naturally a rush 
for seats, but the rush was greater 
than anyone anticipated. ganar er 

The organ came up to all expecta- 
tions, and after the recital there were 
words of praise from the thousands 
who were lucky enough to be present. 

Colonel W. L. Peel, who started the 
movement for the organ, was the re- 
cipient of praise on all sides. 

Well Chosen Program. 

Mr. Lemare had well chosen his pro- 
gram to reveal the scope of the or- 
gan, both as to volume and variety, 
th® breadth of the art of organ play- 
ing and his own art in particular. 

Drawing upon the infinite resources 
of the instrument as easily as though 
there were but one simple resource, 
and combining all the infinity of de- 
ductions into a- wonderful unity of re- 
sult, yet he made mechanics always 
subservient to music, and while skill 
Was a cause of his achievement, it 
was sustained as a cause and never 
featured merely as an effect. 

The organ’s full volume of tone, its 
noblest and its most brilliant capacity, 
its finest and most delicate possibili-. 
ties were expressed, but fortunately 
for the success of the recital from an 
artistic standpoint, Mr. Lemare has the 
admirable quality of reserve. In other 
words, while he revealed all the capa- 
bilities of the new' organ, he did not 
give out its whole $500000 worth at 
once and all the time. 

The prelude and fugue in D major, 
by Bach, was a brilliant performance, 
the highest intellectual type of organ 
composition finding ideal expression, 
Mr. Lemare presenting his thought 
with forcefulness, and working it out 
with a concentrated tension of inter- 
est that held the attention breathless. 

Mendelssohn Sonata. 

A minuet by Boccherini, as Mr. 
Lemare played it, was distinctly the 
minuet of “absolute” music, harmoniz- 
ing the grace and stateliness of the 
minuet as a dance with its meaning 
as a concert expression. 

ThesMendelssohn sonata (No. 6) was 
probably the most interesting feature 
of the program. Representing, as It 
does, a wonderful graduation of 
thought and feeling and a magnificent 
revelation of the complete resources

That, the presence of armed troops 
was demanded ‘at the recent disturb- 
ance created by miners at the Durham 
coal. mines, and that the action of 
Governor Brown in ordering a com- 
pany of the Georgia National Guard to 
that point was most’ timely, is fully 
shown by the report which Capt. H. P. 
Meikleham, of the Lindale Rifles; has 


just submitted to Adjutant General A. 
J. Scott. 

Captdin Metkleham commanded the 
compe@hiy which the governor ordered 
to the scene of the riot, and his report 
shows that the ‘situation was most 
critical, and that the threats. of the 
miners to do violence to life and prop- 
erty was sufficient justification of the 
act of the governor in sending the 
troops to that point in the effort to 
quell the disturbance. 

Captain Meikleham says: 

“Mr. English, proprietor 


of the 


mines, reported that the Italian miners } 


had made many threats against his 
life if he ever dared to set foot on 
his property near Durham. They also 
said they would not leave his houses | 
near Durham after they had _. been} 
served with notices of ejectment, and 
that they would not leave the prem- 
ises. He said that they (were all 
armied and were walking about the 
property with shotguns on ¢heir 
shoulders and were waking threats. | 

“What he said was confirmed by the 
deputy sheriff, who said also that he 
had left the vicinity of the mines the 
previous day, fearing personal harm 
from the Italian miners- because of 
their threats and actions. That the 
presence of troops was the only thing 
that could restore order, and that we 
might expect difficulty in bringing It 
about was the opinion of the sheriff's 
deputy. 

“I was told by the mine foreman 
that the Italians had refused to work 
in the mines, and that live stock be- 
longing to the mines had been shut 
up by the Italians, who would not let 
them be used or fed and watered; fur- 
ther, that the notice of ejectment had 
been ignored and, in short, that they 
hac taken charge of the property and 
were running things -to suit them- 
selves.

/ELDER JENNINGS WINS 
| IN LONG COURT FIGHT 


Dawson, ‘Ga., May 31.—(Special.)— 
Involving many prominent Primitive 
Baptists in Terreli and other counties 
of Georgia and affecting at least 
twenty-five churches, the decision of 
the jury in the famous Primitive Bap- 
tist church case has been announced 
in favor of the faction which believes 
in paying preachers, and using organs. 

The case, which was of more than 
ordinary interest, was that for the 
possession of the Chickasawhatchee 
Primitive Baptist church, 1 mile from 
Dawson, which was constituted fifty 
years ago, and is one of the oldest and 
most historic houses of worship in this 
section of the state. The trial was 
begun several days ago and has just 
been concluded, when the jury, -after 
being out several hours, returned a 
verdict in favor of the faction headed 
by Elder R. H. Jennings and against 
that led by Elder W. T. Everitte. 

The pleadings of the case show tha’ 
the plaintiffs, M. E. Jennings and 
vthers, constituted a majority of the 
members of the Chickasawhatchee 
Primitive Baptist chureh and that the 
church was of a congregational form 
of government, in which a majority 
controlled in most questions affecting 
its affairs; that some time in the year 
1908 the majority of the members 
called Elder R. H. Jennings as their 
pastor, who accepted the call upon the

velt was today presented with the 
freedom of the city of London, and he 
accepted the honor with a literalism 
that led him into a frankness of speech 
which created a sensation in Old Guild 
Hall. 

As the former head of a country 
that once paid tribute to Great Britain, 
the American statesman gave the 
motherland some bold advice as to 
her duty toward her most trouble- 
some dependency in Africa. It was, 
Mr. Roosevelt said, either right or not 
right for Great Britain to be in Egypt 
and establish order there. 
not right, she should get out. 

British Rule Eulogized. 

Mr. Roosevelt eulogized British rule 
in Uganda and the Sudan. He also 
declared that Great Britain had. given

Egypt the best government that the 
country had had in 2,000 years, but in 
certain vital points 
Timidity and sentimentality, he said, 
and injustice. 

“Sentimentality,” he added, “is the 
most broken reed upon which right- 
eousness can lean.” 

Mr. Roosevelt denounced the nation- 
alist party of Egypt as neither desir- 
ous nor capable of guaranteeing pri- 
mary justice. It was trying to bring 
murderous chaos upon the land. 

Either it was or was not right for 
Great Britain to be in Egypt and 
establish order throughout that couf- 
try. If it was not right to further 
this purpose, then the British should 
get out. Some nation, said the former 
president, must govern Egypt. He 
hoped and believed that the English 
would decide that the duty was theirs. 

Forcible on Foreign Topics. 

As a whole,.the speech constituted 
the most forcible expression on for- 
eign topics that the distinguished visi- 
tor has made during his European 
tour. He dealt principally with the 
British policy in Egypt, which is to- 
day one of the most discussed of Great 
Britain’s colonial questions. His out- 
spoken views sent a thrill through the 
1,000 auditors which is likely to be 
felt outside the walls of the ancient 
counell hall. : 

Guild Hal] has been the scene of 
many stirring events since its erection 
early in the fifteenth century. It was 
there that the trials of Anne Askew, 
the Earl of Surrey and Lady Jane 
Grey were held, but no audience of 
modern times has listened more in- 
tently to the proceedings therein than 
did those who gathered today to hear 
the former president of the United 
States. 

Driven in State. 


Mr. Roosevelt was driven in state 
from Ambassador Reld’s hall to the 
Guild Hall, but the weather was not 
propitious and comparatively few peo- 
Ple witnessed the procession. 

Rain fell throughout 
keeping most people indoors and only 
a few hundred persons gathered in the 
vicinity of Dorchester House to wit- 
ness the departure or in King street 
when Mr. Rooscvelt arrived at the hall. 
He occupied the lord mayor’s coach 
and this was followed by the coaches 
of the sheriffs, who wore their uni- 
forms of office. 

The guests.of the city government at 
Guild Hall included ‘many American 
and English business men, besides the 
officials of the city. The latter were 
in uniform and occupied seats on -the 
| platform, to which Mr. Roosevelt was 
escorted. 

The parchment conveying to Mr. 
Roosevelt the freedom of the city was 
contained in a beautiful gold casket. 
The presentation was' made by Sir 
Joseph Cockficld Dimsdale, the city 
chamberlain, who, extending his hand 
to the city’s guest, spoke briefly. Sir 
Joseph dwelt particularly upon Great 
Britain's friendship toward the United 
States. 

Following the exercises Sir John 
Knill, the lord mayor of London, en- 
tertained Mr. Roosevelt at a private 
luncheon, at which many prominent 
personages were present. 

Casket Given Roosevelt. 

The casket presented to Mr. Roose- 
velt was oblong, the front and reverse 
side being divided into four panels

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KOCH AND HIS WORK FOR HUMANITY. | | 
In the death of Professor Robert Koch, the famous bacteriol- 
ogist, at Baden-Baden, the world loses not only,a renowned sci- 
entist, but a benefactor of the human race. 

To Dr. Koch belongs the credit of having first segregated and 
discovered the tubercle bacillus which causes tuberculosis. That 
discovery has brought hope and cheer to millions of men. It has 
transformed the whole attitude of the race toward the disease and 
its unfortunate victims. 

From a plague, tuberculosis has been reduced to a disease not 
necessarily any more fatal than a dozen others. He taught the world 
the great lesson that tuberculosis is preventable; that it is curable. 

The importance of that discovery cannot be set forth in the glit- 
tering figures of wealth, nor even the inspiring columns of lowered 
vital statistics. Other conquerors have been destructive; he was 
constructive. Others have gained fame by dealing death; he won a 
permanent place in history by saving the lives of millions of his 
fellow-men. | 

In his sixty-seven years of life, Dr. Koch did more than teach 
the world more than it had ever before knowfi of tuberculosis. He 
led the war on malarja; conquered the. dread African “sleeping 
sickness ;’’ he made the b&cterial theory something more than a mere 
hypothesis. But tuberculin was his greatest achievement. 

Some of Dr. Koch’s brethren differed with him as to his conclu- 
sions on the subject of whether the white plague was the same in 
men and in animals. He' asserted that human tuberculosis and 
bovine tuberculosis were different. * But using the original theory 
of the great German scientist, others thought differently. The ques- 
tion is still in dispute. 

The compound which Dr. Koch hoped would prove, when hy-! 
podermically administered, a cure of tuberculosis, has become the 
world recognized method of testing the disease. The discovery of 
this lymph in 1890 marked an epoch in medical annals. 

He prepared an anti-toxin to fight the sleeping sickness of 


Africa, caused by the tsetse fly. It worked like a charm. In inde- 


most conclusive manifestations is the evolution and progress of the | 
laymen’s movement within the last few years, with its casual regard 
for denominational division and its intéfse concentration on prac- 
tical religious achievement and: evangelization. 

Another indication is seen even more clearly-in the organization, 
or rather the readjustment, of charity and philanthropy throughout 
the country.

A generation ago it would have been extremely difficult, per-| 
haps impossible, to project a non-denominational laymen’s crusade 
on a scale as vast as that now obtaining. And it would have been 
equally impossible to secure cooperation of all creeds and of creeds 
that are nameless in the discriminating and constructive enterprises 
that everywhere travel under the name of associated charities. 

A similar spirit is abroad in our ‘philanthropy, our private and 
our public beliefs and practices. Without realizing it. thousands of 
men and women~are today raising the fallen, ministering to the 
needy and reshaping warped lives in consonance with those doc- 
trines laid down by Jesus of Nazareth.

With Cuba’s permission, the government of the United States 
will send its representatives to the harbor of Havana and raise the 
wreck of the battleship Maine from the submarine bed where she has 
lain for twelve years. . 

There has gone forth an almost universal demand that the bodies 
of the men who have been entombeu in that wreck of the ill-fated 
battleship shall be restored to American soil and paid the honors due 
to military heroes. 

The question as to whether the Maine was blown up from the 
outside or inside will also be settled. Phat fact doesn’t make very 
much difference now, but it would be interesting to know. Whether 
it was outside treachery or an internal accident that sent the Maine 
to the bottom will be disclosed when her hulk is exposed to view.

There have 
been and are conditions that make the | 
work of southern churches among the 
negroes difficult. Despite the difficul- 
ties, the work of these very churches is 
that which is most needed. 

You are correct im your statement 
touching the inadequacy of the negro 
leadership. There are among them 
ministers of marked fitness, but these 
constitute a pathetic minority. This 
minority should, and I am sure does, 
welcome every effort put forth by the 
white churches for the redemption and 
uplifting of their people. 

From my viewpoint, there are three 
agencies through which our churches 
can reach the negroes and bless them. 

1. The organization of schools for’ 
the training of a negro ministry. In 
these institutions the keynote should 
be Christian character. The curriculum 
should be directed toward one end, the 
preparation of a leadership to meet the 
needs of the colored people today. 
These schools should be conducted and 
taught by southern white men. In this 
way a negro ministry of great effec- 
tiveness may be developed. 

2. The white ministers. in the city 
and town and country. should preach 
regularly to the colored people. Our 
physicians minister to 
surely it is more important that their 
souls be intelligentiy guided.

‘Full SupremeBench Will

Washington, May 31.—Just before 
adjourning today until next October 
the supreme court of the United States 
restored the fifteen corporation tax 
cases heard last spring to the docket 
for reargument before a full bench. 

No specific date was set for the re- 
argument. As two cases touching the 
constitutionality of the law and its 
applicability to certain organizations 
have been set already for the first 
Tuesday of the October term, after a 
long list of cases already assigned for 
hearing on that date, At is believed 
the court will advancethe fifteen cases 
in question for a hearing in the same 
month. 


Cases Argued Last Month. 

The cases were argued on March 17 
and 18 before a bench consisting of 
eight members. When Justice Brewer 
died shortly afterward it waggthought 
that the cases might be nstored to 
the docket. The Standard Oil andthe 
tobacco dissolution cases were reéas- 
signed shortly afterward, but noth- 
ing was said about the corporation 
tax cases. Inasmuch as the tax must 
be paid by July 1, it was belleved the 
court would announce a decision this 
term. | 

The only reason advanced for the 
deelay was that the court hoped it 


would reach a satisfactory decision of 
the matter before the summer recess, 
and thus avoid a rehearing. 

The action today will allow Governor 
Hughes of New York, recently appoint- 
ed to the bench, to participate in the 
consideration of the law. Justice

COTTON BUSINESS 
IN GREAT DANCER 


Recent Action European 
Bankers the Cause. 


Southern Cotton Buyers’ Asso- 
ciation Will Meet in Atlanta 
Tomorrow to Devise Plans 
to Avert the Impending Ca- 
lamity. ; 


With the destruction of the vast 
cotton business done by the inland 
southern cities, including Atlanta, 
ataring them in the face, the bankers’ 
committee of the Chamber of Com- 
merce held a meeting yesterday after- 
noon, and the Southern Cotton Buyers’ 
Association will meet here tomorrow, 
both for the purpose of discussing 
plans to avert the impending calamity 
which 1s threatened by recent actions 
taken by the bankers of London, Paris, 
Berlin and other European cities. 

By reason of the recent failure of a 
large exporting house in Alabama and 
another in Mississippi,‘ through which 
European banks are said to have lost 
more than $7,000,000, the question of 
genuineness of bills of lading Issued 
against shipments of cotton has be- 
come a matter of great concern with 
the bankers of London, Paris and Ber- 
lin, and the exchange i in New 
York. These banks have cided to 
act in unison in demanding Some proof 
of the genuineness of bills of lading, :n 
the future. 

For this reason, the seaport towns, 
notably New Orleans, Savannah, Mobile 
and Galveston, realizing the great ad- 
vantage they would have should the 
bankers demand port bills of lading, 
are making every effort to induce the 
foreign bankers to require port bills 
of lading against all shipments of cot- 
ton. 

Should the foreign banks make such 
a ruling and the inland cities of the 
south fail to find some other way of 
proving the genuineness of bills of lad- 
ing issued by: the railroads, it is said 
that it would be practically impos- 
sible for any save the seaport cities 
to engage in the cotton business to 
any great extent. 

Up to the present time, when cotton 
has been consigned to a European 
firm the bills of lading issued by the 
railroad to which the cotton has been 
delivered are deposited in a bank and 
the money for the cotton drawn im- 
mediately, thus allowing the seller to 
receive cash with which to purchase 
other cotton. It was by forging bills 


bama and Mississippi firms were en- 
abled to swindle European banks out 
of enormous sums. And it is to guard 
against the repetition of such occur- 
rences that the banks have decided to 
require proof that the bills of lading 
are genuine. 

Since the announcement of this ir- 
tention on the part of the foreign 
banks, cotton buyers in the seaport 
towns, it is said, have gotten together 
and are planning to form companies 
whose business it shall be to see to 
the loading of ships and the issuance 
of port bills of lading for the proper 
number of bales shipped. If this plan 
carries, and the European banks de- 
mand port Dills of lading, it is easy 
to see how the.seaport towns will 
have a vast advantage over the iniand 
cities, since buyers in the seaports can 
get cash for their cotton on the 
strength of their bills of lading, while 
inland cities cannot. 

To meét this emergency, it was pro- 

posed at the meeting of the bankers’ 
committee of the chamber of commerce 
that a trust company with a capital 
ot several millions be formed here for 
the purpose of guaranteeing the bills 
af lading issued on all cotton shipped 
from this point. The establishment 
of such a company, it is believed, will 
meet the demands of the foreign 
banks, and will ‘preclude any possibili- 
ty of fraud. 
It is not only in Atlanta, however, 
that those interested in the cotton 
business are thoroughly aroused over 
the present situation. In ever other 
inland city in the south the same ap- 
prehension is felt, and as a result & 
meeting of the Southern Cotton Buy- 
ers’ Association has been called for 11 
o’clock Thursday morning. It will be 
held in the convention hall of the 
Piedmont hotel, and a full attendance 
is expected. 

At this meeting. is believed, not 
will plans for meeting the im- 
pending emergency be thoroughly 
gone into, but it is thought likely that 
a delegate will be chosen to attend a 
meeting of the London bankers, which 
in June, at which meet- 
ing it is to be definitely decided just 
what the bankers @re to require for 
their protection on American bills of 
lading.

HEAR BEER SHOPS 
N GRAVE DANG 


Will Be Prosecution if 
Delinquents Don't 
Pay Up. 


If about fifty delinquent near beer 


dealers in Fulton county do ‘not pay 
up their taxes at a; very early date 
they will be called upon to show cause 
in the courts why they failed to do so. 

According to Marcellus M. Anderson, 
who was recently appointed inspector 
for’ this county by Governor Brown, 
there are about fifty near beer deal- 
ers who have either ignored the law 
regarding the tax intentionally or have 
failed for some other reason to pay the 
amount of $300 required of them in 
the operation of their business. 

Mr. Anderson states that according 
to the ruling of Attorney General Hart, 
the penalty for failing to pay the tax 
is prosecution. for a misdemeanor. No 
indictment by the grand jury is nec- 
essary, and an accusation sworn out 
in the city court is all that is required. 

The inspector states that those ac- 
cusations will be sworn out within the 
next few days, and prosecutions will 
be started unless all] the dealers pay 
the tax. 

According to Inspector Anderson, the 
near beer tax from Fulton this. year 
will show an increase of about $15.000 
over last year. The amount collected 
from th&t source in 1909 was $38,600. 
For this year the sum of $44,600 has 
already been collected, and when all 
the dealers have paid, it is estimated 
the amount will total at least $50,000. 
The ordinary’'s office turned over to the 
state treasury Tuesday the sum of 
$5,900, collected from near beer tax. 

The increase in the tax this year is 
due-both to an increase in the number 
of saldons and the increase in the tax 
from $200 to $300.

IW) EAT CONTINUES 
ON THE DOWN GRADE 


News That the Government 
Would Enjoin Roads. - 


New York, May 31.—The volume of 
dealings in the stock market expanded 
today again on a descending range of 
values. The decline became precipitate 
When it was announced that the de- 
partment of justice was to apply for 
an injunetion to restrain the proposed 
increase in freight rates by western 
railroads which was to go into effect 
tomorrow. Prices had sagged from tno 
outset, but on a much less active mar- 
ket than after this news became 
khown. The iopic wes under consid- 
eration, however, by reason of the re- 
quest made by the western shippers in 
Washington yesterday for this action 
by the government and through the 
resolution on the subject introduced 
in the senate today. Prices closed at 
about the lowest of the day. 

A retrospect of the market for May 
shows that the prospect of increased 
rates by the railroads played an im- 
portant part in the comprehensive ad- 
Vance in prices of stocks in the month. 
It wag the week after notices had been 
filed with the interstate commerce 
commission of the intention to increase 
western freight rates on the first of 
June that priceg of stocks started up- 


‘wards from the low levels of the year 


to which they had fallen at that time. 
It was at the same time that the re- 
port came into circulation of the sale 
of American railroad bonds in Paris to 
the extent, according to the then pub- 
lication of rumors, of $150,000,000. The 
reported bond sales remained without 
official] confirmation until last week, 
the aggregate thus far announced fali- 
ing considerably short of the figures 
mentioned in the early rumors. At 
the same time the agitation against 
the proposed increase in freight rates 
has gathered force and strengthened 
the conviction that serious obstacles 
were to be encountered in putting 
them into effect. The liquidation 
which was developed today was wBbe- 
lieved therefore, to follow from the 
speculative movement begun in the 
first part of May. The persistence of 
the liquidation occasioned greater in- 
fluence by reason of the ignoring of 
the implications of the sharp decline 
in cotten and wheat. Good promise 
for the coming harvests was the infer- 
ence in the cheavy selling of those 
commodities from which nothing but 
favorable auguries for values of secur- 
ities could be drawn. The extent of 
the speculative liquidation I{s commod- 
ities gave rise, however, to renewed 
discussion of the banking position as 
it is affected by the large credits em- 
ployed in holding up prices of com- 
modities. 

The information in circulation in 
the financial district as to the western 
and southern banking position is con- 
tradictory as to the extent to which 
loans on grain. cotton and land pur- 
chases have been reduced. Reports 
that some of the country banks are in 
the market for commercial paper at 
Chicago are contrasted with assertions 
that the trust companies in Chicago 
have to meet very heavy demands for 
credits from interior banks. 

The dependence of the ‘railroads for 
increased freight charges to keep up 
earnings has been much emphasized in 
connection with public agitation 
against these inereases and great 
stress has been laid on the large in- 
creases in operating costs in recent

of material and the comprehensive ad. 
vances in wages which have been 
granted. The intended increase, atall 
events, was made the instrument for 
lifting prices of stocks and the cocca- 
sion for an extensive speculation for 
the rise.”
